I know the 
place well, (faid Pyrrba) go on Gaſpe- 
rino, I was more than four days in one, but 
Tcould have wiſh'd 1 had nor been there 
four Minutes. I knew that, (reply'd G. 
Jparine) and at that very moment that! 
underſtood it, my Soul was poſicfs'd with 
ſuch a Fury, ſuch a Hell of Jealouſies, that 
it bereaved me of my Senſes ; as you may 
ve by my following Relation. 
Ihaſted to the Garden, where I was in- 
form'd they were, I found moſt of the Com- 
pany very pleaſant, and Hipolito, and Gra- 
diana fitting under a Wall- Nut Tree, 
ſome diſtance from the reſt: How pleaſant 
an Object I was to em, I am yet to learn; 
bur the fight of her wrought ſo upon me, 
that I ſtood like a Statue without either 
Sence, or Motion ; but I continued not

and.. ſhifted ſo well for themſelves, this 
they got ſafe out of their danger, o th

there ſtilf in a ſwoon. I defended my, 
delf and Graciana, as long as ſtrength 
would permit me, till at length being 
wounded in four places, and having kil- 
led four upon the place, I was conſtrain'd, 
as the ſtouteſt Heart muſt to his Fortune

The Turi, with their accuſtomed Dihi- 
ce, having got as much as they could, 

gh not very well pleaſed with the Suc- 
ceſs, made haſt to imbarque themſebves, 
and preſently put ont to Sea, fo that what 
with their Sails, and help of their Oars, in 
a ſhort" ſpace theÞ recovered Fabiana 
where they muſtet'd their Men, and find- 
Ing they had joſt four of their beſt Souldi- 
ers, Levant-men (as they call them) they 
were the more willing to take their revenge 
of me ; and therefore the Admiral of the 
Caprain-Galley commanded them to hang 
rhe up at the Main-yard's Arm.

conceive than I expreſs z not ſo much for 
the care of my Wounds, but to think on 
the danger wherein my cruel Enemy was 
amongſt thoſe Barbarows People. Being come 
now well to the City, one of the Galleys 
entred the Haven, the other ſtood off. All 
the Citizens flock d to the Sea fide, and a- 
mongſt the reſt was Hippolito, who ſtood 
afar off obſerving what paß d in the Galley, 


whilſt my Steward was treating with the 


Turks; but I bad given him order not to 
treat about my Liberty, but o Vraciana u 
and for her freedom to offer ali was worth;

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leave it to him to treat about their Daugh- 
ter's Liberty. 
The chief Captain who was a Grecian, 
but a Renegado, demanded for Graciena, 
fix thouſand Crowns, and for my ſelf four 
thouſand, declaring withal, he would not 
ſell the one without the other. The ſetting 
ſo great a price, (as I underſtood after- 
wards) was, he was ſmitten with the Beau- 
ty of Graciana, and was therefore unwil- 
ling ſhe ſhould be redeemed. Gracianas Pa- 
rents offer'd him nothing on their part, re» 
lying on the promiſe my Steward had made 
them, by my order ; neither did Hippolito, 
make any Propoſitions towards her ran- 
om. And fo after many demands and Ca- 
pitulations,” my Steward concluded the Bu- 
ſineſs, giving for Graciana five thouſand 
Crowns, and for my ſelf three thouſand g 
the Captain. accepted this offer, forced 
thereunto by the Perſwaſions of his Com- 
ion, and all the reſt of his Souldiers ; 

ut becauſe my Steward had not ſo much 
Money in caſh, he deſired only three days 
time, intending to fell ſo much of my 
Goods, till he had made up the ſumm. No. 
g, ( ſo was the Captain call d) was glad 
of this, thinking in the mean while, to 
find ſome Occaſion to break off the Bargain, 
and fo fail'd back again to Fabiaua, with a 
ST 8-21 f R promile 
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iſe to return at the end of three days, 
and to receive his Money according to A- 

ent. But it ſo unfortunately fell out 
at the ſame time the Turi diſcovered, from 
the main Top- Maſt, fix Italian Galleys, and 
gueſs'd them, ( as it was true) to be ei- 
ther of Malta or Sicily; ſo that the Cap- 
tains immediately hoylting Sail, and turn- 
ing their Prowes towards Barbary: in leſs 
than two hours loſt the fight of thoſe Gal- 
leys, and by the help of approaching Night, 
ſecured themſelves from the danger that 
threatned them. 

Now I leave it to your good Conſide- 
ration (Friend Pyrrbas) how much my 
mind was troubled in this Voyage, finding 
it to fall out ſo croſs and contrary to that 
which I expected 3 and much more, when 
the next day the two Gallies reaching the 
Iſland of Pantanalea on the South part, 
the Turks went to get Wood, and freſh Vi- 
Qualsz but moſt of all, when I ſaw both 
the Captains Land, and ſhare between them 
all thoſe prizes they had taken, which was 
to me a lingring Death: Rozak, gave to

He reply d, 
it was impoſhble, but he would acquaint 
Rozak, with the great Sum which I offer'd 
for her Freedom; perbaps, ſaid he, conſi- 
derirg the profit he will reap by it, he may 
al:er his purpoſe, and accept of the ran- 
ſom. He did fo, and then preſently com- 
manded all thoſe of his own Galley to em- 
bark themſelves as ſoon as poſlible they 
could, intending for Fripoli in Barbary, 
where he was born; Rozak likewife de- 
tetmined to go for Viſerta; and fo imbark- 
ed wich the ſame haſt they uſed to do when

i beſides they ſaw the weather begun to 
change, inclining to a Storm. 

Graciena was on Land, but not where 
I might ſee her 3 fave only at the time of 
her 1imbarking, where we both mer at the 
Sea-fide. This her new Lover led her by 
the hand,' and ſetting her foot upon the 
Plank which r from the Land to the 
Galley, ' ſhe turned back to look upon me, 
though my Eyes were never off from her; 
looking upon ber with ſo much tender Af- 
tection, and languiſhing ſo long, at Jength 
I was depriv'd of that little ſence of ſeeing 
I had left, and fainted away; the like they 
afterwards told me betel Graciana, who 
dropt from the Plank into the Sea, where 
ſhe had been drowned, but that Rox 
leapt in after her, and brought her out in 
his Arms. 

But when I came again to my Se 
and ſaw my ſelf alone in one Galley, 
the other ſteering a contrary Conſe, and 
failed out of fight, carrying away with 
| them the one half of my Soul, or (to 

ſpeak truth) all of it; new Clouds hover- 
ed over my Heart, and 1 again tq 
curſe my Misfortune, and called aloud for. 
Neath to ſeize me: ſuch and fo hs

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| the Lamentation I made, that it proved {g 
offenſive to my Maſter's Ears, that he 
threatned if I did not hold my Peace, he 
would ſeverely puniſh me. Whereu l 
ſuppreſſed my Tears, and ſmother'd my 
Sighs e But froward Fortune, not content- 
ed to have brought me into this ſo narrow 
ſtraight, took a courſe to overthrow all, 
by taking from me all hope of Remedy 
for in an Inſtant, the ſtorm we fo much 
feared overtook us, and the Wind which 
blew ſtrongly from the South, blew full 
in the Teeth of us; and began with ſuch 
fury to re-inforce it ſelf, that we were 
forced to tack about, and ſuffer our 
Galley to go which way the Wind would 
carry her. - | 
Our Captain's Deſign was to have put 
into Some part of the Iſland for ſhelter, and 
more particularly,on the North part thereof 
but jt fell not out according to his Expecta- 
tion, but rather, quite contrary to what 
had defign'd; forthe Wind blew ſo l 
within Intle more than Fourteen hours, 
we ſaw our ſelves within two L or 
thereabouts, of the ſame IIla from 
whence we had put forth; and now there 
was no remedy for hindring our being dris 
yen upon it, amongſt very Won

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which ed themſelves to our view, 
threatning us with inevitable Death. 

We ſaw on the one fide of us, that other 
Galley wherein was Graciana, and all their 
Turks, and Captive-Rowers labauring hard 
with their Oars, to keep themſelves off as 
well as they could from running upon the 
fame dangers. We uſed the ſame means in 
ours; but with better ſucceſs ; for they 
being tyred out with their Voyage, and 
overcome by the ſtiffneſs of the Wind, and 
bluſtring ſtorm, forſaking their Oars, and 
abandoning their own ſafety, ſuffer d them- 
ſelves to fall amongſt the Rocks, againſt 
which the Galley daſhing it ſelf, was ſplit 
in a thouſand — 

Night was then drawing on, and ſo great 
was the cry of thoſe that gave the 
for loſt ; and the Conſternation of thoſe 
in our Veſſel made aking Hearts, for that 
not any of thoſe things our Captain com- 
manded was underſtood or done by them; 
only they ply'd their Oars, allowing it for 
their beſt remedy, to turn the Prow to the 


Wind, and caſt two Anchors into the Sea, 


to keep off Death for a while, which t 
expected every moment: And alt 

the terrour of dying was dreaded by all

not but redound to thy Reproach : As 
&* for thy ſecond Ignoble, and Filthy At- 
*tempt, thou ſhalt never obtain thy un- 
* lawful Deſires, unleſs thou takeſt away 
my Life: Though thou robbed'ſt me of 
that precious Jewel, when ſurprized by a 
« Swooning Fit, and acted thy lewdneſt 
* with Pleaſure, and Delight; yet know 
* that now my Spirits are return'd to my 


*afliftance, thau ſhalt ſooner _ 1

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Life than gain the Victory over my Ho- 
«*nour; for if I, now being — alake 
© reſiſtance, ſhould yield to thy abomina- 
e ple Luſt, thou mighteſt then very well 
* conjecture, and boaſt, that the Eeſtaſie 
was in, was only feigned, when thou 
« waſt ſo audacious and inſolent in the ope- 
*ratingmy utter raine and deſtruction. 
But in conclufion, Almeria uſed ſo ſtron 
an oppoſition, and made ſach a manſul re 
ſiſtance, that the Strength, and Courage, 
and with it, the vigorous Deſires of OFavie, 
were weakened; for the Inſolence he had 
ts'd to Almeria, had no other riſe, than 
from a violent Laſcivious Impetuouſneſs; 
from which root never ſprings that true 
Love which is permanent; but inſtead of 
that heat of Love, there remains only Re- 
peritance, and a coldneſs of Affection to ſe- 
cond it.

Deſires; and ſince 
that thou neither in Thought, Word, or 
Deed, haſt provok'd the Divine Ven- 
nee, eſteem thy ſelf Vertuous ; for 1 
ever have that Charity for thee, and 
continue to thee (till a Kind, and Indulgent 
Father. With theſe Prudential Reaſons, 
did this old Gentleman comfort up his 
Daughter Almeria; and her Mother, Embra- 
cing her, confirmed what her Father had 
cheriſh'd her withal; and defired her not 
to let any Sorrow, ar Grief diſturb her

winds. that blow againſt each other; her 
Mather us'd all the diligence, that her 
Maternal care could furniſh her with to al- 
lgy the violence of her paſſion, but all her 
gentle perſwaſions could not afford her ſor- 
rows any relief.

To this, with a modeſt and ſober look, 
Sir, ſaid Aurelia, ſince the rigour or cle- 
mency of Heaven, has deprivd me of my 
Parents, and wholly diiposd of me unto 
yours, I have put on that refolation, that 
I wilt ever obey their Will and Pleaſure;

Majeſty other more difficult Favours, and 
the rather for that my Son is not yet 
Married to her. Neither ſhall he (ſaid the

Philocies made up 
to the Admiral for orders what to do; and 
at laſt coming ſo near he underſtood that 
the Admiral died ſuddenly the Night before 
of an Appoplexy. 
 Philocles by Vertue of the Queens Com- 
miſſion, being now Commander in chief, 
went aboard the Admirals Ship; and now 
being at his own Liberty, he reſolv'd to 
ſpeak: with thoſe Veſſels, which they had 
ſo lately diſcovered ; and which after a

means ſet at liberty a great number of Chri- 
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Having thus maſtered both the Galleys, 
he made up to the great Veſſel, which pro- 
ved to be a Portugueſe Prize, which the 
Turks had taken two days before, very tich- 
ly laden, from the Eaſt· Indies; immediate- 
ly, Philocles (ent fifty Sea · Men on Board to 
take Poſſeſſion; of her; and for more ſecu- 
rity, put into her fix great Guns out of his 
own Veſſels. As for the Chriſtian Captives 
who were molt of them Spaniards, he gave 
them one of the Galleys, with Proviſion 
and Money to carry them on Shore: but 
before they were diſcharged, Philocles re-

Of all which, when he had taken fut- 
ficient notice, the Chriſtians were all put 
a- Board the Galley, with Provifions neceſ- 
ſary for their > hea, and Money in 
their Pockets, ſaving only one, a Perſon 
ſomewhat Aged, and of a comely Aſpect, 
who Addreſſed himſelf to Philocles in this 
manner:

lia's Fatber; ſo without giving him 
any Tidings of her, he told him, that ve- 
ry willingly he would carry him and his 
Wife to in, where happily they 
might hear ſome News of what they ſo 
much deſired; · and having ſo ſaid, he pre- 
ſently convey d them aboard his own Ship, 
and with a fair Gale of Wind, within nine 


days they came, within fight of Mandolin 


being entred the River, and being Land- 
ed, great Multitudes of People attended 
him; he went directly to the Court, where 
the Queen being in a Gallery, ſtood ex- 
pecting the News of her Ships. There was, 
beſides many other Ladies with the Queen, 
the Fair Aurelia, who ſeeing Pkilocles, be- 
gan to change Colour, and look pale and 
wan; fear and hope of bad and good Suc- 
cels, diſtracting her Mind with various 
Thoughts. 

Being come into the Queen's Preſence, 
he fell upon his Knees, and having kiG'd 
her Majeſty's Hand, he gave her an account 
of the. General's Death, of his Engage-

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© Philocles in moſt humble manner return d 

her Majeſty his hearty thanks for all the 

Favours ſhe had beftowed upon him. The 

Queen retir d; and then after he had ſtay- 

ed a while, to ſatisfie the Cuxioſity of ſome 

of the Court Ladies, went home to his Fa- 
ther's Houſe, whither he had ſent Aurelia s 
Father and Mother before, with a Deſire 

to Proſpero, not to diſcover any thing to 
Aurelia, till he ſhould diſcloſe it himſelt. 

The next day after, Philocles went to 

Court, carrying with him the Father and 
Mother of Aurelia, both of them newly 
Apparell'd after the Faſhion of Mundolin ; 
they appear'd all, where the Queen was 
fitting in the midſt of her Ladies, expect- 
ing Philccles, whom ſhe was willing to 
Grace and Favour, by placing Aurelia next 
to her, haviog on the ſame Attire, and 
Ornaments, which ſhe wore, when ſhe 
came firſt to the Court, appearing no leſs 
Beautiful now, than ſhe did then. The 
Parents of Aurelia, were ſtrucken with 
Wonder and Admiration, to behold fo 
much Greatneſs and Splendour met toge- 
therz but their Eyes were chiefly fix d up- 
on Arrelia, though they knew her not : 
However, their Hearts, (as Preſagers of 
ſome good Fortune, being near at hand ) 
began to leap in their Boſoms; not out of 
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any ſuddain Paſſion, but of ſome Inſpira- 
tion of Pleaſure and Contentment, whi

And now it was, that the Queen to di- 
vert the Company, commanded Pbilocie.

buſie in attending on her Mother, ſup- 
porting her from falling, turning her Eyes 
towards him, gave him ſuch an Affection- 
ate Look, that thereby he might eaſily un- 
derſtand the Pleaſure and tentment 
her Soul took in ſeeing her Parents ſo near 
her.

= a adain tranſport of Joy, as ſoon 
kills, as an overwhelming Grief. Soon af- 
ter Aurelia : Mother coming to her ſelf, be- 
ſought her Majeſty's Pardon for commit- 
ting ſo much Rudeneſs in her Preſence, 
but had not a ſuddain Paſſion of Ex- 
oeſſive Joy arreſted her Vitals, ſhe 
had not appeared Guilty of ſo great an Of- 
fence ; to whom the Queen made Anſwer, 
that ſuch Accidents as theſe none could 
withſtand; neither would extraordinary 
Tranſports of that Nature admit of any 
Ceremonies ; but withal , ſhe was very 
—— to ſee her recovered out of that Ex- 
taſie. h 

And thus it was that Aure lia came to the 
Knowledge of her Parents, and her Parents 
of her; whom the Queen commanded to 
refide in the Court, for the better Satisfa- 
ction of each other; wherewith Philocles 
was wonderful well pleaſed : and now Phi- 


locle laden with the Queen's Favours, 


wanted nothing but the Enjoyment of his 
Aurelia, to which purpoſe he humbly put 
the Queen once more in mind of her Pro- 
miſez who being fatisfied, that there —_ 
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ed no ne Proofs of his Valour, told him, 
that after the Expiration of four days, (he 
would deliver Aurelia to him, and confey 
upon them all the Honour, and Rewards 
ſhe poſſibly could. Upon which, Phylocles 
took his leave, being the moſt joyful 
Perſon in the World ; for now he thought 
be had bis Aurelia in his Power, without 
any fear of loſing her, which is the laſt and 
uttpoſt Deſire of Lovers. a | 
But when Love and Fortune are at Va» 
2 the Craftivels of Fortune is ow hard 
for Loves Innocency ; as now it happened 
to: Philecles's Sorrow); for it ſo fell out at 
that time, that a.great Count Lady, and 
Favorite to the Queen; to whole 
Aurelia was committed, bad a $on of the 
Age of two and twenty years called 
Endymion, being of an Arrogant, Haugh- 
ty, and Extravagant Diſpoſition ; this Ex- 
diam then was enemoured of Aurelia, and 
ſo vebemently, that his very Soul parchd 
within him; and: though in Philocles's Ab- 
ſence, be had by ſome Sigus dliſoover di his 
Deſires ; yet he received the leaſt Incou- 
ragement from Aurelia, which. diſdain of 
hers the more encrraſt Endywion's Flame:: 
in this Agony of Love he diſcovered bis 
violent Affection to his Mother, acquaint- 
ing her withal, that unleſs he enjoyed 4 


relia, 
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a, ſhe muſt not e long to en j 
wy Son. The ea gs woes and — 
dred to hear ſuch Expreſſions fall from her 
Son ; on the other ſide, well knowing the 
Obſtmate Nature, and Eagerneſs of his 
paſſion, ſhe feared that Love once diſap- 
pointed might produce ſome unhappy Ac- 
cident ; yet notwithſtanding, as an Indul- 
gent Mother, not willing to croſs his Inten- 
tions, promiſed him to ſpeak to the Queen 
about it; though not with any hopes of 
obtaining ſuch an impoſſibility. 

In the mean time, the Morning appoint- 
ed for ſolemnizing the Nuptials, being come, 
the Ladies were not a little buſie in atti- 
ring Aurelia at Court, and Philocles no leis 
Ditigently employed to Adorn himſelf at 
home ; when Badymiom s Mother coming 
haſtily into the Queen's Preſence, and fal- 
ling upon her Knees, beſought her to ſu- 
ſpend the Ceremony for two days — 3

nor 
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nor defraud Philocles of his, for all the In- 
tereſt in the World. The Lady immedi- 
ately: went and acquainted her Son, with 
the Queens Anſwer, and poſitive Reſolu. 
tron 3 Eres flew inſtantly from his 
Mother, and in a fury heightngd by Love 
and Jealouſie; ran to Philocles's Houſe, and 
there dreſt up as he was in all his Wedding 
Gallantry and Bravery, challeng'd him the 
Field, as one that neither did, nor could 
deſerye ſo fair a Lady, as he was going to 
Marry. Philocles prefering his Honour be- 
ſore his Love, accepted of the Challenge, 
very freely; and told him he had thought 
he would not have paſs'd ſo harſh a Sentence: 
upon him, as either to call his Affection or 
Courage in Queſtion. Then he deſired him 
to name his Place, (the time he ſuppoſed 
was preſent, ) and he would readily attend 
him, with all the haſte imaginable; ſo ſoon 
as he could privately withdraw himſelf from 
the Company. 

But the noiſe of this Challenge ſoon flew 
to Court; which ſo highly incenſed the 
Queen, that ſhe preſently commanded the 
Captain of her Guard to go inſtantly and 
apprehend Endymion, who being brought

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ſare. All theſe things tormented the Heart 
of Arrelia, and very much perplexed her 
Parents, who fo ſuddainly ſaw the Sea of 
their quietneſs troubled : However this 
hurly burly occafiun'd the Nuptials to be 
deferr'd till the next day : which being 
but a ſhort time, Endywion's Mother reſol- 
ved to improve it to the belt Advantage 3 
and thereupon adviſed the Queen, that to 
remove the Quarrel betwixt her Houſe, 
and that of Philocles s, the only Remedy 
was to take away the Cauſe; which was 
Aurelia, by ſending her into Spain, and ſo 
the Effects would ceaſe; which now it was 
to be feared would not be eaſily ſup- 
preſt. To which the Queen anſwered, that

Wich this Reſolution of the Queens, En- 
dymion's Mother was fo diſheartned, that 
the returned not fo much as one Word 
in Anſwerz and therefore concluding there 
was no other way nor means left in the 
World to mollifie that rigocous Conditi- 
on of her Son, nor reduce Philocles to * 
A 
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of Peace, but by taking away Aurelia, ſhe 
determined to put in Practice one of the 
teſt Cruelties, that could ever enter in- 
to the thoughts of any Noble Lady, and 
eſpecially ſo Principal a one as ſhe was 
which was to make away Aurelia by Pol - 
ſon. And becauſe it is commonly the Con- 
dition, and Natural Inclination of Wo 
men to be ſpeedy, and reſolute in what 
they intend to go about; ſhe made fo 
uick a diſpatch, that the ſame Evening 
ſhe gave the Innocent Lady her Doſe, ina 
certain Conſerve, forcing her in a manner 
to take it, telling her it was Excellent good 
againſt thoſe Paſſions of the Heart, where- 
with ſhe ſeemed to be troubled, 

Within a little while after Awelia had 
taken this Helliſh Electuary ; her Tongue, 
and her Throat began to ſwell, and her 
Lips to grow black, her Voice hoarſe, her 
Eyes troubled, and her Stomach and Bow- 
els, tormented with Gripings, all manifeſt 
Symptoms that ſhe was Poiſon'd. Preſent- 
ly the Ladies came to the Queen, and ac- 
quainted her Majeſty, with Azrelia's Mis- 
fortune, and certified her that Endymien's 
Mother, was the Actreſs in this Scene of 
Cruelty. There did not need much preſ- 
ſing Arguments to induce the Queen to be- 
licve the verity of it, and therefore the 
4 went 
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went immediately to ſee Aurelia, who was 
almoſt breathing her laſt. The Queen 
commandeti her Phyſicians ſhould be ſent 
for in all haſt; and in the mean while, be- 
fore they came, ſhe cavſed a quantity of 
Unicorns Horw to be given her, and ſome 
other Preſervatives againſt Poiſon, which 
Great Pritces have always ready at hand, 
upon the like Caſes of Nectſlity. The Phy- 
ficians came and applied their beſt Reme · 
dies, and Amidotes, but withal, __ 
her Majeſty, that ſhe would be pleaſed to 
command the Lady to be examin'd, of 
what Natute the Poyſon was ſhe had given 
her; whereupon, ſhe diſcovered her Infet- 
nal Secret, and the Phyſicians accordingly 
applied thoſe . Remedies pertinent to the 
Contagiouſneſs of her Condition, that in 
tew days there was hopes of Life left in het 
Recovery. 

She alſo commanded this Lady, Eady- 
mions Mother to be apprehended, and 
confined to a Chamber in her Court, with 
an Intention to puniſh her, according to 
the Nature and Quality of her Crime. 
This ſad News being brought to Philoclec, 
made him almoſt in ſuch a diſtracted Cons 
dition, that, he was ready to offer Vio+ 
ledce to himſelf. In Concluſion, Aurelia 
did not lofe her Life, yet fuch was the force

of the Poiſon, that ſhe loſt the Hair of her 
Head, and her Eye-Browsz her Face was 
ſtrangely pufe up; the Grain of her Skin 
ſpoil d, her Complexion ruined, her whole 
Body mightily ſwell'd, and ber Eyes Di- 
ſtilling, ran with Water: In a word, ſhe 
was grown fo foul and ill favoured; that 
ſhe who till then ſeemed a Miracle of Beau- 
ty, now ſeemed to be a Monſter of Defor- 
mity. And they who knew her before 
held it the greater Misfortune of the two, 
that ſhe remained in this unfortunate Con- 
dition, than if ſhe had dyed of the Poiſon. 
Notwithſtanding Philocles made a new A- 
dreſs to the Queen, and beſought ber Ma- 
jeſty, that he might obtain leave to convey 
Aurelia ſafe to his own Houſe, ſupporti 
himſelf with this, that though Aurelia ha 
loſt-her Beauty, yet could ſhe nor loſe her 
infinite Vertues.

Hapolly.che Puniſhment 1 ſhall inflictupon 
the Criminals, may in part ſatisfic thy 
fire of Revenge; Philocles did very often | 
endeavour to enterceed with her Majeſty 
to be graciouſly pleaſed to pardon Exdymi- 
ons Mother, ſince the Reaſons ſhe alledg'd 
were ſufficient Motives to embrace her 
mevcy ;z in Concluſion, Aurelia and her 
Parents, the Queen recommended to his 
Care, and Philocles immediately conducted 
them home to his Fathers Houſe ; many 
rich Preſents the Queen ſent along with 
Aurelia of Jewels and Diamonds, which 
manifeſted her great Affection, and Love 
ſhe had for her; ſhe remained for theſpace 
of two Months, without being of ability 
to be reſtor d to her former Beauty.

that ſome great Misfortune or Death which 
was the more certain, had croſſed his inten- 
ded Journey. 

Aurelia told him, ſhe would not only 
wait two years for him, but as long as ſhe 
lived, till ſhe heard the ſorrowful News 
ol his Death; and when-ever that harſh 
Note ſhould teach her Ears, it would prove 
Inſtrumental to finiſh her Days; with theſe 
kind Expreſſions freſh Tears ſprung from 
the Fountains ot all their Eyes; and Phi- 
locles went immediately to bi 


is Parents and 
inform'd them, that he could entertain no 
ſuch thoughts as to accept of their Kind- 
nefs, in Marrying the Northern Lady, till 
by a twelve months Travel, he bad quali- 
fied himſelf fit for a Matrimonial Lite, far- 
ther telling them, that conſidering tbe ſoli- 
dity which belongs to that State, he would 
willingly make theſe Preparations to it, 
that nothing hereafter might diſturb his 
Happineſsg He uſed ſuch Arguments, and 
laid dow Reaſons for what he ſaid, 
to 
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to the Parents of Livia, ( for that wa 
the Lady's Name) that they were all vs 
ry well fatisfied, and Livia was contente( 
to remain in her Father · in-Law's Houſt, 
till Philocles return d after 'a year's Tra. 
vel. | 
This being thus concluded and agree 
upon, Preſpero told Philocles of his Refo- 
Jution of ſending Aurelia and her Parent 
to Spain, if the Queen would be pleaſed 
to grant him that Liberty to effect it, for 
(continued he) perhaps the Air of he 
own Country will haſten and facilitate he 
Health, which ow ſhe begins to reeove 
Philocles that he might not give the leak 
Suſpicion of his Defign, anſwered (though 
but coldly) his Father, that he might uſe 
his own Diſcretion and Pleaſure, only he 
beſought him, not to take from Aurelia a 
of thoſe Riches the Queen had beſtow 
ypon her, Preſpero did promiſe & engage to 
him, that he would not command any thing 
fram her which was her own ; the fame day 
he went and waited upon the Queen, to 
ask her Majeſties Confene as well for the 
matching of his Son to Livia, as for the 
ending of Aurelia, with her Father and Mo- 
ther into Spain. 8 


The 
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The Queen was well pleaſed at both his 
Requeſts, and approved of Proſpers's De- 
termination; and the fame day without cal- 
ling Endymuox's Mother in Queſtion, the 
dilmifs'd her from her place in ber Bed- 
Chamber, and Fin'd her ten Thonfand 
Crowns to be paid to Aurelia. As for Endy- 
mion (he baniſhed him for fix years. Four 
days were ſcarce paſt and gone, but that 
Endymion, began to take Order for his 
Baniſhment, having already given Directi- 
ons for the returning of his Money. 

The Queen then ſent and commanded 
a Rich Merchant that dwelt at Mundolin, 
ia come to her, who had a very good Cor- 
reſpondeney in France, Italy, and Spain z to 
whom ſhe delivered ten thouſand Crowns, 
and requir'd of him Bills of Exchange, for 
the returning of em to Awrelia's Father in 
Seril, or any other part of Spain. The 
Merchant. diſcounting his Intereſt and Pro- 
fit, told the Queen that he would make 
certain and fure Payment of them in Sevil, 
by Bills of Exchange-upon another French 
Merchant, his Correſpondent, in this man- 
ner and form, vis. That he would write 
to Paris, to the end, that the Bills might 
be made there by another Correſpondent 
of his, becauſe they would accept and al- 
loi of thoſe that came from France, but 
not 
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not from this Iſland 3 by reaſon of the Pro. 
hibition, betwixt thoſe twa Kingdoms; and 
that a Letter of Advice from him ſhould 
_ ſerve turn, by a private mark that paſſed 
between them two; and that without any 
more ado, the Merchant of Serail, ſhould 
pay him the Money by the Letter of Ad 
vice he would receive from Paris. 4 
In fine, the Queen took ſuch good ſecy- 
rity of the Merchant, that ſhe made no 
doubt of the true payment of it. And 
not contenting her. ſelf with this, ſhe ſent 
for the Maſter of a Flemiſh Ship that lay 
in'the River, and was to put forth the 
following for France, only to take T 
mony thereof in ſame Port, that he might 
be the better able to paſs into Spain, un- 
der the Title of coming ſrom France, and 
not from the Iſland; whom ſhe earneſtly 
entteated to carry with him in his Veſſe 
Aurelia, and her Patents, and that he ſhould 
uſe them well and kindly, and Land then 
in Spain, at the very firſt place he ſhould 
come at on that Coaſt. The Maſter who 
deſired to give the Queen Content, told 
her Majeſty that he would do it, and that 
he would Land them either in Lisbon, Ca- 
din, or Sevil; having taken ſufficient ſecu- 
. .rity of the Merchant, and aſſurance from 
the Maſter, the Queen by way of welter

The next day Aurelia with her Father 

and Mother, went to Court to take their 

leaves of the Queen, who received them 
with a great deal cf Love,and Favour : the 
Queen gave them the Merchants Letter, 
and 'many other Gifts, as well in Maney, 
as other Curious things for their Voy- 
age. Aurelia with ſo much Elegancy ex- 
preſs d her thankfulneſs to her Majeſty, 
ſor all Honours, and Favours received 
from her, that ſhe Created in the Queen, 
freſh Obligations from her, to continue 
her Favours ſtill towards her. She took 
her leave likewiſe of the Ladies; who 
now that ſhe was grown disfigured, was 
very ſorry ſhe ſhould leave them; ſeeing 
themſelves free from that envy they had a- 
gainſt her Beauty, and would have been 
— well contented, to have enjoyed her 
Gifts of Wit and Diſcretion ; the Qgeen 
embraced all three of them, and recom- 

mending them to their good Fortune, and 
to the Maſter of the Ship; and laid her 
commands upon Aurelia to Advertiſe her 
of her ſafe arrival in Spain, and from time 

to time, of her welfare by the way, of the 

, French 
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French Merchatitz ſhe took het leave of 
Aurelia, and her Parents, who that very 
Evening imbatqued themſelves 3 Proſperi 
and his Wife, with the whole Family ſhed 
many Tears, extreamly troubled at her 
unfortunateneſs and departure. 

At this their taking their leaves Philo- 
cles was not prefent, but ptocured ſome 
Friends to go abtoad with him that day a 
Hunting ; the better to divert him from 
expteſſing his Grief, and giving demonſtra - 
tions of his Sorrow; the Gifts which the 
Lady Sabina gave Anrelia at her Voyage 
were many, her Embraces infinite, and het 
Tears plenty ; her earneſt entreaties that 
ſhe would often write to her were nuthe- 
rous'; and the thanks renderd by Aurelia 
and her Parents where anſwerable thereun- 
to; fo that though weeping, they left 
each other very well ſatisfied. 

That nightthe Ship hoiſted Sail, and hav- 
ing with a proſperousGale of Wind touched 

the Coaſt of France; and there ta- 
king in fuch freſh proviſions as were neceſ- 
fary for their Voyage into Spain : within 
thirty days after they entred into the Birr 
of Cadiz where Aurelia and her Parents diſ- 
imbarqued themſelves ; and being known 
by all thoſe of the City, they received 
them with Expreſſions of much joy z like- 
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wiſe they received a thouſand praiſes, and 
thapksgivings which was invocated to 
Heaven for the finding out of their Daugh- 
ter Aurelia and of their Liberty which they 
had obtain d, being firſt Captivated by the 
Moors, and afterwards by the Northern 
Iſlanders ; having been made acquainted 
with all the Tranſactions of their Affairs, 
by thoſe Captives whom the liberality of 
Philocles had ſet free.

ry; and by reaſon” Aurelia had inform d 
Philocles, that if he made any enquiry ab 
ter her, he ſhould find her in Sevil ;, and 
that her Kinſwoman a Nun of Sanda Pas, 
la would direct him to her Houſe ; and 
t for his better Information, and Know: 
ledge ; he needed give himſelf no farther 
trouble, than to enquite ſor that Nun 
which had the beſt voice in the Monaſtes 
ry 3 this being a very good token, and not 
eaſily to be forgotten; for indeed - ſhe 

had the rareſt” and ſweeteſt Voice in all 
Spain. | 
It was forty days, before Letters of 
Advice came from Paris, and within two 
days after they were come,. the French 
Merchant payed the Ten thouſand Crowns 
to Aurelia, and ſhe delivered them to her 
Parents 3 and with them and ſome other 
which they had got together, with ſome 
of Aurelia's Jewels which they ſold ; her 
Father began again to follow his Trade ot 
Merchandiſe, not without the admiration 
of thoſe who knew his great loſſes.

By the French Merchant of Sevil's Or- 
der, Aurelia and her Parents Writ Letters 
to the Queen of the Northern Iſle, of their 
ſafe Arrival in Spain; but pen'd with 
ſuch humble acknowledgements and ſub- 
miſlions, as the many Favors receiv'd from 
her Majeſty, did require; they likewiſe 
writ to Proſpero and his Lady Sabina, Aure- 
lia Complementing them with the Title of 
Father and Mother; and her Parents Stile- 
ing them their deareſt and beſt Friends; 
From the Queen they received no Anſwer,

Aurelia preſently imagined, that Philo.

flattering her ſelf with this fond hope, ſhe 
n to lead the molt contented Life in 
the World, and ſtudied to hve in ſuch a 
ferious manner, that when Philocles ſhould 
come to Sevil he might ſoon hear the good 
report that went of her Vertues, then 
come to the knowledge of her Houſe.

Some 
there were who advertiſed the Mother cf 
his Miſtreſs, of it, who was a Woman full 
of Pity, and loved the Gentleman fo well, 
that if all her Kindred, and Confidents had 
been of the ſame Opinion as her (elf was, 
and her Daughter, they had preferr'd his 
Vertue, and fair Deportment, above all 
the others Wealth, and Riches; but the

hopes fruſtrated; neither doth it fo ms 
afflict me for my own particular, but my 
prophetick Spirit tells me with an aſſu- 
rance, ſne can never be ſo well reſpected 
by any other, nor will beſo well beloved as 
by me. The Obſervation which I make, 
that ſhe ſhall loſe the beſt, and moſt affe- 
ctionate Friend and Servant that ſhe hath 
in the World, doth more afflict me than 
the loſs of my own Life, which only for 
her alone I would preſerve z but becauſe 
I find it cannot be ſerviceable any ways 
to her, it is an Advantage to me to loſe 


it. 

The Mother and the Daughter hearing 
theſe Words, did do the beſt they could 
to comfort him; Sir, ſaid the Mother to 
him, take Courage I beſeech you, and

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here ſolemnly promiſe to you, that if the 
Divine Powers reſtore you to your former 
Health, my Daughter ſhall have no other 
Husband but your ſelf. She is now here 
preſent before you, and I command her 
upon the Obligation of her Duty to make 
the ſame promiſe to you. Her Daughter 
melting into Teais, did the beſt that ſhe

gave Birth unto Don Principio, a Perſon of 
Noble Extraction, Young, and Maſter of 
all thoſe Excellent Qualities, for which 
Men are either lov'd or admired. Having 
left his Country about twelve years before 
m the Company of an Uncle of his, who 
had the Command of a Troop of Horſe in 
Flanders, he behav'd himſelf with ſo much 
Gallantry in thoſe Parts, that he was in a 
ſhort time advanc'd to be Cornet, _ 
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bis Uncle, who dying, he ſupply'd his 
place, and ſo continued twelve years in 
the Service of his Catholick Majeſty, Phil 
lip the Third, againſt the revolted Pro- 
vinces of the Low-Countries. He was 
at laſt in Compenſation of his Services, 
Honoured with. the Order of St. James,

But Don Principio conſidering withal, | 
that he could not, upon this News of his 
Father's Death avoid — a Journey to 
Valentia, to order the Diſpoſal of his Eſtate, 
he deſired leave to do it, of bis moſt ſe- 
rene Highneſs the Arch-Duke A/bert, who 
finding the juſt Occaſion he had to go, ea- 
lily — proffering him, at his 
return, what Advancement he could rea- 
ſonably expect; which obliged him to 
make the more earneſt Promiſes to come

{tudied the Myſteries of Love and Elo- 
quence, fince what added much to the 
Luſtre of that City, was the great number 
of fair Ladies, ſhining in it like ſo many 
Starsz but his moſt ordinary Employment 
was the Exerciſing of his Horſes.

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the Monaſtery of our Lady of Hope, and 
having ſpent the whole Afternoon about 
thoſe pleaſant Gardens, refreſhing himſelf 
with the ſweet ſcent of the Flowers of the 
Orange-Trees, whereof there is good ſtore 
there abouts, (the Sun being ſo far decli- 
nd, that it ſeem d to be equally divided 
between us and our Antipodes) he paſſed 
by a Country Houſe, not far from the plea- 
ſant River of Turia, where he heard, at a 
ſmall diſtance, one playing on a Lute, ſo 
well, that he thought be had not heard a- 
ny Muſick comparable to it before.

to their beguil'd Imaginations. Wherein, 
I beſcech you, ( ſays Principio ) do you 
think, Madam, that I have told you any 
thing ſhort of truth > Miſtake me not, 
( reply'd ſhe, ) I don't charge you witha 
coming ſhort, but going much beyond it, 
for you are ſo Prodigal of your Commer- 
dations of a Perſon you are very little ac- 
quainted with, nay, have not ſo much as 
well viewed, that you muſt either laugh at 
my ſimplicity, or think me a great admirer 
of my ſelf, if I ſhould credit what you 
ſay. To convince you of either your Er- 
rour or palpable Flattery, of many, I need 
only give you this one Inſtance, that, when 
I my ſelf, and others whoſe Judgements l 
dare truſt, . think I do not ſing tolerably 
well, you would make me believe, that 
my, Voice hath raiſed yon into Extaſies, 
when another would not have a Minutes 
Patience to hear me.

(Julietia reply d) be- 
ing ſo murb, as am, a Servant tõ Madam 
Lucretia, I have takeb upon my Account the 
Affront you have done her, when ſhe would 
have ſhown you a Kindneſs, never thinking 
of any Lay that permits a Man to revenge 
himſelf of a Lady by way of duelling. 
| Litcretia knowing that that indifcreet ARi-

me it were, my Precipitation was not accor- 
ly ſo great as yours. I am very glad you 
make me the Riddle of your Interpretations; 
let them be thought ſuch by whom you 
pleaſe, but for my part, I have already giv- 
en them an eafie Solution, ſuch as none in 
the Company can be ignorant of. Juliette, 
not a little mov d at the freedom of that Diſ- 
courſe, would have reply d 3 but the Gen- 
tlewoman of the Houſe unwilling the Diffe- 
rence ſhould go any further, interrupted 
them, and obliged them to ſit down, for ſe- 
veral other Ladies were coming into the 
Room. : 
Principio was, that Night, not only, very 
| ſumptuous in his Apparel, but alſo full of Ex- 
cellent Diſcourſes, inſomuch that there were

He was return'd to Valentia, with a Decree 
to put him into Poſſeſſion of the faid Eſtate 
which amounted to two Thouſand Crowns 
per Annum.

whiſpered me in the Ear, that he thought 
they might coſt him his Life. That account 
of him ſtruck me to the Heart, for having 
ſeen him fight ſo gallantly, I muſt needs ac- 
knowledge, that T had even then conceived 
an Inclination for him.

much taken with the delightfulneſs of it.

The Amorous Florentine deſiring nothing fo 
much as that ſhe might ſee his Wealth, ſhews 
her a great number of excellent Pictures, 
done by the beſt Paintersin Exrope, ſome ve- 
ry rich pieces of Tapeſtry, Cabinets of Ebo- 
ny, of ſeveral Faſhions, Embroider'd Beds, 
and all Sorts of Houſnold- ſtuff of great Value, 
. — 
t ifite for the fu a 
_ fitfor a man. Having ſeen all the 
Rooms, he open'd a curious Cloſet, ——

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which there was a little Oratory, and in that 
Cloſet there were a great many Pieces of 
Painting, done at Rome, of extraordinary 
Value, Agnus Dei's of Gold and Silver Gilt, 
and Flowers done as near the Life as could 
| beimagin'd. The Cloſet was full of Books, 
very richly Bound, and neatly diſpoſed into 
Gilt Drawers. Vaſquez who was a curious 
Perſon, and had read much, was looking 
very earneſtly on the Titles of the Books, 
which were in one Drawer, and having put 
that into its place, he took .out another, 
wherein there were others very curiouſly 
Bound, but had no Titles on the Backs. JA, 
quez opens one of them, and finds the Au- 
thor of it to be Arnaldus de villa Nova, and 
near that were the Works of Noſiuo, i 
dur, 8 Lallins, Cornelins Agrippa, and 
Doctor Dee f Acdbionm, with Spirits, 

The Merchant perceiving him ſo taken up 
with the Peruſal of thoſe Books, ask d him 
what he look'd on fo attentively. I find 
here, Sir, (replies Vaſquez,) a great many 
Books of Chymiſtry, and, from the curiolity 
[ obſerve in your Collection of Treatiſes of 
that kind, I infer, that you have Studied that 
Science: Tis true, (ſays the Florentine,) I have 
ſpent ſome time in the Peruſal of thoſe Au- 
thors ; but how far, I Pray are you acquain- 
ted with them? Only ſo far, (replies the 

| O03 other,) 
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other) that I have ſpent the beſt part of my Life 
in that Study. Nay then, (ſays the Floren- 
1 aw you muſt needs be a very great Chy - 
| miſt. I am not to acknowledge what I am, 
(replies Vaſquex,) we will diſedutſe another 
time of theſe things more at large; for the 
preſent, I ſhall only tell you, that, beſides 
| theſeAuthors,T have read all I could ever meet 
| ' with thattreated of this Science; I have turn- 

. ed over the Works of Avicenna, Albertns Mag- 
nus, Terno, Pythagorus ; the Secrets of Cal- 
kids, the Book of the Allegory of Morillus, 
that of the Secret Stone, and that Entituled, 
de Tribus Verbis; beſides many Manuſctipts, 
which I never ſhew'd any man ; the Floren- 
tine was almoft otit of himſelf for joy to hear 
theſe things; I am extremely glad, (ſaid he 
to him) that this Science pleaſes you, for 
I have a particular inchoation for it. I know 

it very well (replies r he ſaid, 
having already reſolv'd how to put a ſlur up- 
on him,) but in regard I place a great con- 
fidence in you, I will tell youa thing in your 
ear, which you will be much aſtoniſhed at; 
It is this (whiſpering him in the Ear) that my 
Neece knows, without any Study, in a man- 

ner as much as I do of this Art, and is very 
' Fortanate in the Practick part of it, as you 
ſhall fee by experience; but I entreat 
you not to ſpeak to her of it at this time, for 
would not have it known to any, nay 
. would 
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would not take it well. Vaſquez could not 
＋ — upon a more likely way to bring 
the Florentine into the Gin; for his avarice 
was ſuch, that he would, have parted with 
his Soul to find out the Philoſophers Stane, 
hoping, if he once got that Secret, ever af- 
terwards to ſwim in Gold. | 
Corrina buſied her ſelf at the other end of 
the Cloſet, while Vaſquez made this — 
to the Florentine, and was looking upon ſame 
other Curious and Pleaſant Books, for there 
were of all ſorts z yet was ſhe not ſo atten- 
tive, but ſhe heard ſomewhat of YVaſques's

Y2ſques, ſeeing that, 
concluded the Merchant would be eaſily ta- 
ken, and what made him the more confident

Hlaving ſeen a Lute, in one of the Rooms 
| abaveStairs, ſhe defir'd it might be brought

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cellent, and contributed much — 
bout of her deſigns ; the Merchant, WhO 

a little skill at that Inſtrument himſelf, was 
very glad to hear that ſhe us d it, and caus d 
it to be immediately fetch d, ſaying that his 
Deceas d Wife plaid excellently well upon it, 
and that about a Seven · night before, having 


entertain'd ſome of his Friends with a Colla- 


tion, they had et it in Tune. The Lute be- 
ing come, Corrine began to play, and made 
it appear, that there were very few that could 
excel her at that Inſtrument : the Florentine 
was aſtoniſh'dat her dexterity, and to bring 
him abſolutely to her lure, the Sung an Air 
toit, but with ſuch a grace, that he was 
at a loſs, whether he ſhould more admire her 
Hand, or her Voice ; the truth is, ſhe had 
a particular excellency in both, fo that his

1 never heard any, (replies Nicola) 
that came near yours, and therefore I be- 
ſcech you, let not your Modeſty occaſion 
you any prejudiee; nay rather be proud, 
of the excellent endowments you 
have ſo Jibetally-receiv'd from Heaven, and 
acknotyledge the Favours it bath done you 
be more ſenſible of your own worth, and 
think my approbation below it; and yet 
when I was a young Man, I was much ad- 
difted to Muſick, and ſome: would. needs 
perſwade me that my time was well beſtow- 
ed it-it. I muſt confeſs the Spaniſo Tongue 
eames not ſo natural to me as the Halian, the 
Graves and Beauties whereof, I have better 
Sth died upon the Theorbo, which I am ſo far 
Maſter of, as —.— Meaſure I 338 
the Hearer. Whereupon ving that Cor- 
rin would have hid by — deſir d 
hex to make uſe of it a little longer, and to 
Sing one Air more, which ſhe, to Honour 
him, did. 
©) Nicola took occaſion to give Nika Cor 
ini greater Commendations fortheexcellen- 
ey Voice than he had done before, and 
to renew her thanks to him, for the 


. Favour be did her; he thought it time-to 
a give 
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give her leave to take a little reſt, and he 
went himſelf into another Room to do the 
like. Vaſquez, on the other fide, inſtead of 
Sleeping, was contriving how to get the Phi- 
loſophers Stone, not for the Credulous Flo- 
rentize, but out of him z he had ſo perſwad- 
ed him of his abilities, in that Science, that 
he deſired nothing ſo much as to be as know- 
ing in it as he was, but all out of no other de- 
ſign than to ſatisfie his own inſatiable avariceʒ 
he imagin'd that if he could find the Philoſo- 
pher's Stone (a Rock rather, againſt which 
ſo many have wrack'd themſelves) all his 
Houſhold-ſtuff ſhould be of Gold, that he 
ſhould be as Rich as Creſns, and that the 
Wealthieſt about the City, compar'd to him, 
would be little better than Beggars. 

Vaſquez, had alſo along diſcourſe with Cor- 
rina, about the means Bow they ſhould get 
the Gudgeott into the Net; he gave her ſome 
inſtructionꝭ in Writing, that the Florentine 
_ _—_ knew ſomething of the Science, 
at leaſt the Terms of it : Corrina got them 
by Heart, and, to begin the Cheat, Faſquez, 
ask d for ſome Links of a Gold Chain, ſhe 
had brought from Sevi; it was a large one, 
and it there were a Dozen Links taken from it, 
they would not have been miſs d; bein 
come into the City, he goes into a Gold- 
Smith's Shop to melt down thoſe Links into 

an 
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an Ingot, which he brought back to the 
Houſe, and communicated his Deſigu to Cor- 
rina. 

Nicolas, who had ſlept all this while as 
ſoundly as if he had not been in Love, comes 
in to them, and they began to talk of ſeveral 
things, far from having any Relation to the 
Buſineſs he had been about, which Vaſquez 
did purpoſely to engage the other to fall firſt 
into that Diſcourſe, and indeed within a quar- 
ter of an hour, he was gotten into the Sub- 
jet of Chymiſtry. Fans diſcourſed of it 
after the rate of a Man that had ſpent his 
whole Eſtate in the Work; inſomuch that N- 
cola was aſtoniſhed thereat, ſor though he pre- 
tended much skill in the Science, yet could 
he not but acknowledge himſelf much infe- 
riour to the other. Vaſquez Defirous to give 
the Merchant all the Satisfaction he could De- 
fire, told him, that he could turn what Me- 
tal he pleaſed into Gold, The Florentine was 
raviſh'd at the propoſal, and earneſtly entrea- 
ted him that he might ſee it done, Vaſquez 
ask'd him whether there were any Char-Coal 
in the Houſe; the Florentine told him there 
was good ſtore, for he had had the Curioſi- 
ty to make ſome trials thereof himſelf. 

They went up both into the Room where 
they had been before, and finding it full of 
Furnaces, Creuſets, Alembicks, and other

Chymical Inſtruments, Vaſquez ſaid to him, 
Here we have all things requiſite for the pre- 


ſent, He cauſed ſome Fire to be brought, 


and having put a little Copper into a Creuſet 
to melt, the Florentine aw it melting: Vaſ- 
quez took a Box out of his Pocket, wherein 
there was a Paper full of Powder, which he 
ſaid was the moſt Principal Ingredient in the 
whole Work. He put it into the Creuſet, 
which having brought as cleverly as he could 
to the Window, he poured out the melted 
Copper, and put in the Ingot of Gold into 
its place, and when he had covered it, he 
told the Florentine, that it ſhould not be ſtir- 
red thence for half an hour. That time they 
ſpent in Diſcourſing of ſeveral things in Chy- 
miſtry, wherein Nicola deſited to make ſome 
furtherProgreſs. At laſt Vaſquezthoughtit time 
to ſhew him what he had done, — ſo open- 
ing the Creuſet, he took out the Ingot and 
ſhewed it him. The Covetous Miter was 
tranſported with Joy to ſee it, though he 


were not fully ſatisfied of its being perfect 


Gold. FYaſquez, wiſhed him to have it tryed 
by a Gold- Smith; which trouble he would 
needs take upon himſelf, and having found 
that it was very fine Gold, of twenty two 
Carats, he returns extraordinarily well fatis- 
fied. While he was gone out, Yaſques in- 
ſtructed Corrina, how to effect their Deſigu 


upon 
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upon Nicola, who being more Covetous than 
Amorous, would have them immediately to 
begin the great Work of 2 the Philo- 
ſopher's Stone. He promiſed eZ extra- 
ordinary Recompences, and told him, that 
he would be at the whole Charge, though it 
ſhould amount to twenty thouſand Crowns. 
Vaſquez, who had contrived how he inten- 

_ ded to gull the Merchant, returned this an- 
{wer to the great proffers he had made him. 
Signior Nola (ſaid he,) I am now gone al- 
moſt ſeven years beyond the grand Climacte- 
rical Year of my Life, which is as much as to 
tell you, that I have paſſed the greateſt and 
beſt part of it. It were no hard matter for 
me, with the help of the Science I am now 
Maſter of, to ſpend the little which is yet to 
come, at my eaſe, and it may be more plen- 
tifully, than ſome of the Wealthieſt Gran- 
dees of Spain ; and that I can' be without 
any Man's Favour or Aſſiſtance, I think you 
may have obſerved your ſelf. And in regard 
have no Children, to inherit my Eſtare, 
which, I thank Heaven, is ſome what conſi- 
derable alfo in Lands, the main-concernment 
1 have in this World, is to look after this 
dung Woman, my Neece. She is already 
ut too Rich, in that ſhe hath all I have, 
though her Father, Who was my Elder Bro- 
ther, leſt her no mean Fortune, She might, 
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had ſhe a mind to it, be as Nobly Married as 
ſhe was before, for her late Husband was de- 


ſcended from the Nobleſt Houſes in Andalo | 


tis. Nor were it hard for me to add to her 
Wealth, you know it; but ſuch is my Con- 
fidence in you, that I will tell you the Rea- 
ſon why I do not. 

That IamtheAbleſt Alchymiſt in all Spain, 
js known to many, which being alſo come 
to the Ears of his Majeſty, I am ſought after 
every where 3 but I have hitherto had the 
Happineſs to keep out of their Clutches who 
are perpetually employed to find me out, 
having ſpread a report, that I was gone for 
England. It is not out of any contempt of 
the Honours and Wealth of this World, that 
I avoid the ſearches of thoſe, whom his Ma- 
jeſt y hath enjoined to bring me to him, -but 
out of this Conſideration, that I would not 
purchaſe any favour with the loſs of my Li- 
* berty, for Imuſt expect no leſs, than to ſpend 
the reſt of my days in a Noble kind of Cap- 
tivity. I will expreſs my ſelf more clearly to 
you. His Majeſty hath at the preſent very 
great Armies on Foot in ſeveral parts, which 
put him to a vaſt Expence, ſuch as his own. 
Revenue, and what comes from the Indies are 
not able to defray : So that, to ſatisſie his 
Ambition, he is forc'd to make uſe of the In- 
duſtry of his Subjects. Now were it my hard 

| For- 
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Fortune, to be found by thoſe who fo nar- 


rowly ſearch after me, the King, knowing 
that, with the Aſſiſtance of my Art, he might 
eaſily recruit the Charge he is at, and would 
immediately diſpoſe of me into ſome Fortreſs, 
where being confin'd for the reſt of my days, 
I ſhould be perpetually kept at Work, toaug- 


ment his Treaſures, and ſupply his preſling 
Exigencies. I ſhould not think it much to do 
it once or twice, but the Avarice of Men is 


grown to that height, that they are not ſatis- 
hed with abundance, if they have the leaſt 
Apprehenfion, that the ſource of it may ever 
be dried up. This is the true Reaſon, Sig- 
nior Nicola, which obliges me to keep out of 
my own Country, and to play leaſt in ſight; 
and therefore receive what I have told you 
as a great Secret, ſuch as I ſhould not have 
communicated to my own Brother, had he 
been in the World: But I have that Cont 
dence of you, that you will never reveal it. 

Nicola return d Vaſquez his moſt affection- 
ate thanks for the great Truſt he repoſed in 


bim, and thought himſelf ſo happy in the dit 


covery he had made to him, that he concei- 
ved the greazeſ}t Nobles might juſtly envy 


him. His anſwer to him, was, That the 


Grounds and Motives, on which he conceal'd 
the excellent knowledge he had acquir'd, were 

juſt and rational, fince that no doubt but 3 
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would be confin'd; though for no other rea- 


- ſon than this, to prevent his carrying over 
ſuch a ſeeret into another Country, to ſerve 


a King that were an Enemy to his Catholick 
Majeſty. He acknowledg'd himſelt infinitely 
obliged to him, and wiſh'dit were in his pow- 


er to ſerve him; but having only the Wealth 
he was poſſeſſed of to proffer him, he entrea- 


ted him to diſpoſe of it as freely as if it were 
his own, and ſince he had ſhewn him a trial
